the Shanghai Society of Engineers 
and Architects, under the presidency 
of Mr. J. R. Harding, and when the 
success of the scheme was_ proved, it 
was taken over, by the Municipal 
Council, In. time, no, doubt, the 
great city of Shanghai which we see 
looming in the distance will have its 
University, at which the rising gen- 
eration of the day will :be; able;to 
acquire all the bratiches of knowledge 
which, the universities of Europe and 
America include in their curricula; 
and these evening lectures ati the 
Shanghai Public School .are the first 
effort. towards introducing. our boys 
and girls, when they leave schoul to 
higher learning. . It is very interest: 
ing.to,rend the Prospéolng of these 
lectures, and see how wide a field is 
opened by them to those who are 
willing, after their daily occupations 
are over, to devote »n hour or 89 to 
the isition of fresh knowledge.

‘The course in arithmetic, we are 
told, will include as much as possible, 
and will be considered from a practi- 
cal point of view. Difficulties will 
be explained at,any time. . ‘Uhe'fault 
of the teaching of arithmetic in 
schools generally is. that difficulties 
are not really. explained, and: the 
scholars are taught that. such and ~ 
such a process or -rule or.formula 
will produce, and: raust be used:-to 
arrive at, such and such’a result, 
Dut are not carefully taught. why it 
must be used and why it produces 
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the result. In practical mathematics, 
the course suggested is that laid 
down in “Castle’s Manual.” This is 
an invaluable course, considering the 
number of brauches of science that 
spring from this trunk. A thoroughly 
practical course is Commercial Cor 
respondence, a branch of knowledge 
which the young clerk is generally 
allowed to pick up for himself, It 
is to be hoped that the students in 
this course will be taught to write as 
-tersely and at the same time clearly 
as possible ; for the use of the type- 
writer has led of late years to a very 
unnecessary diffuseness in business 
correspondence. When a business 
man writes a letter with his own 
hand, he conveys his meaning in as 
few words as possible; but when he 
dictates it to a stenographer, he is 
apt to forget that he is not making 
aspeech, ‘There are also courses on 
English Litera:ure and Epochs in 
History. There is no doubt that 


What is also much wanted in Shang- 
hai is a course of lectures on the art 
of architecture, which might result in 
a great improvement in the appesr- 
ance of Shanghai in the f ture. An- 
other very important und valuable 
course is that on Commercial Gev- 
graphy, The syllabus of lectures 
comprises the scope of the term “ Far’ 
East; general aspect and major 
na‘ural divisions ot the Far East; 
general relationship of these. divi-

alternating currents ; measurements ; 
and electric currents. El. ctricity 
is such a fascinating subject when its 
study is once commenced that this 
ought to be a very popular course. 
Steam, we notice, isnot tobe neglected, 
for @ course, we read, has. been 
arrenged, and details will be supplied 
to students on joining, while lectures 
havebeen promised on special subjects 
interesting to marine and other 
engineers, The rapid growth of 
Shanghai lends interest 10 the course 
on Building Construction, which is} 
to include the use of drawing instru- 
ments and scales; brickwork, including 
bonds, walls, arches, footings, ete.; 
carpentry, including joints, fluors, 
arttions.and roofs, joinery, including 
loors, windows, and general work ; 
masonry, including bonds, walls, 
dressings, and joints; iron roofs for 
small spans, drainage, ironwork, the 
uses and properties of materials, ete, 
Should there be a sufficient number 
ot students, an advanced class will be 
formed, the course for which will 
include all the elementary subjects, 
and the more advanced stages of

THE MURDERS AT 
LIENCHOU. 


6th November. 

THE hideous massacre of mis- 
sionaries in Kuangtung, a province 
notorious for turbulence and for 
clan-fights, reminds us that the 
thin veneer of Western civilisation 
which has been introduced into the 
country by the numerous students 
who have returned from abroad, or 


received a superficial education in| P' 


Western schools and colleges in 
China, has made little or no im- 
pression on the underlying savagery 
of the people, It was remarked not 
long ago by a missionery who had 
lived and carried on his work for 
many years in that province, that, 
lawless as the people of Kuangtung 
are, outrages on missionaries in the 
past have been by no means as 
frequent as in other provinces, where 
the authority of the Central Govern- 
ment is more effective, The .mis- 
sionaries at Lienchou may have been 
* imprudent in interfering with the 
religious observances of the people, 
‘but even as to this we cannot fairly 
form an opinion until we receive.a 
detailed account, but even if ‘they 
were hasty in their action, nothing 
can excuse the brutality of the 
Chinese, the burning of the mission 
premises, including the hospital 
which was carried on for the benefit 
of the Chinese themselves, and the 
murder of four Indies and one man, 
who had’ come to Lienchou to do 
good to the people who repaid them 
so terribly. 
The immediate future of China is 
a source of very great anxiety. 
Many years ago Sir Robert Hart 
remarked: “You complain that 
China does not move; but when she 
does more she will move so fast and 
so irresistibly that you will wish she 
had., remained quiescent.” - The 
success of Japan has made young 
China, with its Western varnish, 
believe that what, Japan has 
done in filty years, China can do 
in ten years or less, and that it 
is fully competent to lead China 
in, the path of progress; aud 
a remarkable sign of the times is the 
deference that many of the high 
officials show to the opinions of the 
blatant and irresponsible leaders of 
the noisiest section of Yourg China, 
Corruptio optimé pessima; knowledge 
wrongly used.is worse than ignorance. 
‘We have. welcomed the spread of| 
Western knowledge among the rising 
generation in China, but it ‘requires 
control, and a smattering of know- 
ledge ill-applied is a danger both to 
the individual and to the State.- It 
is to this. that- we owe the boycott; 
we pointed ont some time ago that if 
the Central Government did not take 


prompt measures to suppress the 
boycott, there was great danger that 


.|the movement would become anti- 


dynastic and anti-foreign ; and it will 
probably be found that the boycott 
agitation, which is stronger in Kuang- 
tung than in any other province, is 
partly responsible for the massacre of 
Americans in’ Lienchou, If so the 
outrage is especially cruel, for the 
American missionaries in China have 
been foremost in the endeavour to 
awaken the American Government 
and people to a sense of the harsh 
treatment which immigrants some- 
times received in the past in American 
jorts, 

Young China in its belief that it 
can in a year or two convert its 
country into a second Japan omits to 
consider one very important factor. 
Japan has had throughout a strong 
and enlightened Government which 
has led and controlled the progress of 
the nation; China has a very weak! 
and ignorant Government which can 
neither lead nor control the nation. 
Decree after decree has been issued 
enjoining the most friendly treatment 
of missionaries in the interior; and 





the Lienchou massacre is only the 
last ofa long series of anti-foreign 
outrages, which could not take place 
if the deeds of the Central Govern- 
ment were as good as its words. The 
old gunboat poliey by whose rough 
and ready methods order was at any 
rate preserved has been discredited 
and abandoned. The prevention of 
outrages is now left entirely to the 
Central Government; but.the Powers 
will have to revert to the old policy 
if the action of the government at 
Peking does not justify its abandon- 
ment. The rise of Japan, and the 
Anglo-Japanese Alliance, which un- 
doubtedly has the tacit support of 
the United States, have practically 
guara.teed China’ against outside 
interference ; but an understood con- 
dition of that guarantee must be 
that China shall faithfully observe 
the existing treaties with Foreign 
Powers ‘ond. make all ber people 
‘observe them. Unfortunately, the 
first result of the security that China 
has obtained, has been a recrudes- 
sence of anti-foreign feeling and 
obstruction at Peking whieh is being 
imitated at the treaty ports. Peking 
seems to think. that, with the pro- 
tection given it by the Anglo- 
Japanese Alliance, and the forty 
thousand or possibly sixty thousand 
foreign-drilled troops under H.E. 
Yuan Shib-kai, it can defy the out- 
side world. Obstruction is rife; not 
only are all new concessions being 
refused, badly as China needs the 
introduction of foreign science and 
capital, but endeavours are being made 
to cancel concessions already signed, 
sealed, and delivered. The spirit that 
is baffling the Diplomatic Body ab 
Peking is gradually. permeating the 





provineés and manifesting: itself in 





the boycott and in such anti-foreign 


outbreaks, as that at Lienchou. In 
the north the weighty hand of the 
Viceroy Yuan Shih-kai _ keeps 
the peace, and the spirit of boycotting 
and rioting has to lie low; and it 
is for the Foreign Powers to insist 
that there shall be the same 
freedom for, and good behaviour 
towards, foreigners in the South; 
and if Peking pleads inability the 
Powers must resume the gunboat 
policy, which may be rough, but is 
effective. The establishment of 
missionary stations in the interior is 
in accordance with the treaties and 
with many imperial decrees, and over 
and over again the officials in all 
paris of the empire have recognised 
the good so freely done by missionary 
hospitals, The perpetrators of the 
massacre at Lienchou must be 
severely punished, and the mission- 
ary buildings reinstated at the ex- 
pense of the officials who are culp- 
able ; and if the Central Goveramenb 
cannot secure protection for foreign 
life and property in Kuangtung, the 
Foreign Powers must themselves 
undertake the task,

receipt there it is sent to a Postal 
telegraph office, the usual telegraph 
charges being’ paid direct by the 
Marconi Company. The message is 
then telegraphed on to the person to 
whom it is audressed. No special cost 
has been incurred by the Post Office 
in instructing the Postal telegraph 
offices throughont the country in 
connection with the Marconi service. 
Special sailing lists showing among 
other details the latest times at which 
telegrams for particular ships should 
be handed in are furnished monthly 
by the Marconi Company and are 
distributed to telegraph offices with 
the Post Office circular. 

The Return also gives some 
details of the number of licenses 
applied for under the Act by 
individuals or companies for leave 
to erect Marconi apparatus, There 
were altogether seventy-three ap- 
plications, and in forty-eight cases 
permission had been given or was 
about to be given. Some applica- 
tions were still under consideration 
and others had been abandoned. One 
application’ was refused entirely, one 
was refused in part, and in four cases 
the applications made were rejected, 
but alternative sites were offered. 
The one absolute refusal was on the 

ound that the installation was 
lesigned for the purpose of establish-

A Metallargical Laboratory. 

‘Tho newly-established Bureau of Mines 
is taking steps to install a metallurgical 
laboratory in the city for the purpose of 
examining mineral specimens from all 
over the province, it being the intention 
to require the local officials to send up 
any ores or any other mineralogical speci- 
mons thoy can get hold of. "There is also 
talk of engaging experts to go through 
the province and report on the mineral 
Aeposits, with the view to interesting 
native capital in the opening up of mines, 
Ihad a talk yesterday with ono of the 
men who is in charge of the Bureau of 
Mines and he says it very difficult 
thing to persuade the Chinese to invest 
their money in such enterprises, as they 
are timid about going into ‘anything 
which is not warranted to yield a, good 
return, and mines of course are notorious- 
ly uncertain in their output. 

Native Capital Holds Back. 

‘Tho efforts to induco native capi- 
tal to invest in: public enterprises is 
not confined to mines. Thero havo 
been great hopes that the canal from 
here to the coast might be developed ana 
fa line of steam launches put on it to 
connest with steamers from Yangchiakou 
to Chefoo and Tientsin, by means 
Chinoso capital, but so far ni 














been met with, while the desire to build 
a railway from the city to Laokou, tho 
port of Chinanfu on the Yellow Rivor, 
has so far been frustrated. It is said the 





promised line to the north, and so should 
be built by them, while the Chinese claim 
that this northern road to Tientsin has 
not yet been agreed to. It is quite o 
dont that there are difficulties of various 
jsorts in the way of persuading native 
capital to invest in public entorprises in 
[Shantung, which the promoters of such 
works will find it hard to overcome. 
The Copper Coinage. 

One of my friends here has lately beon 
interesting himself in investigating tho 
copper coinage, and finds that apparently 
the mint is making a profit. on the ten- 
cash pieces of something like 40 per cent. 
The consequence ,of such depreciation 
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shows itself in an unwillingness on the 
part of some to take the ten-cash pieces 
at par, even the Provincial Bank being 
unwilling to receive large sums of the new 
currency, except at discount. At 
Weihsion the ten-cash pieces aro at euch 
discount that it pays to bay them and 
bring them up to Chinan, provided the 
individual can escape the vigilance of the 
police, who are on the lookout for such 
smuggling.

deal, in money matters, told mo the 
other day that they had sold this season: 
over 200,000 wooden spindles that aro 
used by the country people in spinning 
their native cotton. They report cotton, 
peanuts, and sweet potatoes all full crops,

Narive Bank Oxpers Case. 


On the 8th of July the Committoo was 
addressed by the Chartered Bank of 
India, Australia and China, the Senior 
Bank, on behalf of the other Foreign 
Banks, with reference to the complaint 
received from Messrs.’ Dowdall, Hanson 
and McNeill to the effect that they had 
been unable to obtain payment of certain 
Native Bank Orders in their possession, 
of the faco value of Tis. 6,000 (six thou- 
sand taels), issued by the Toong Kew 
and Doon Foh Banks, in consequence of 
payment having been stopped by tho 
Mixed Court magistrate, and asking the 
Chamber to communicate with the ‘Tao 
tai and request him to have the “stop” 
on the orders removed and the money 
paid without delay. 

The Committee realising the great im- 
portanco of the matter, decided to address 
the Senior Consul and a letter was 
accordingly dispatched to him on tho 
13th of July. 

‘This letter was acknowledged on the 
3rd of August, and on the 7th idem the 
Senior Consul forwarded to the Com- 
mittee the copy of the dispatch he had 
received from the Taotai dated the Sth 
of August stating that he had given in- 
structions to the Mixed Court magistrate 
that the inhibition was to be cancelled, 
and the money paid at once. 

On the 16th of August the Committeo 
received a further letter from the Char- 
tered Bank stating that thoy had boon 
informed by the Native Bunkers’ Guild 
that, in accordance with their orders, the 
two’ native banks had paid the ‘ls, 
6,000 to the Chinese Chamber of Com- 
merce; but that notwithstanding tho 
‘Taotai’s dispatch, Messrs. Dowdall, Han- 
son and {McNeill had still beon unable to 
obtain payment, 

This information was conveyed to tho 
Senior Consul on the 21st of August, and 
on tho 24th reply was received from 
him stating that the Taotai had again 
promised to instruct the Mixed Court 
magistrato to act in accordance with the 
former order given to him rogarding tho 
payment of Native Bank Orders. ‘This 
lotter was supplemented by a further ono 
on the Ist of September stating that the 
Taotai had put in writing his instruc 
tions to the Mixed Court magistrate, 

On tho 11th of Septembor the Com- 
mitteo were once moro informed by the 
Chartered Bank that the Bank Orders 
wero still unpaid, and thoy requested 
that the matter be again brought before 
the ‘Taotai. Another communication 
was accordingly addressed to the Senior 
Consul on tho 11th of September, to 
which a reply was received the samo day 
stating that he had sont urgont letters 
to the Taotai and Mixed Court magis- 
trato on tho subject. On the 26th of 
September the Committeo received a 
letter from the Chartered Bank inform- 
, Hanson 
and McNeill had obtained payment of the 
orders. 

‘Tho matter ended so far satisfactorily, 
inasmuch as the principle which in the 
opinion of the Committee of the Chamber 
and tho Foreign Banks was most im- 
portant in the interests of the commor- 
cial world of Shanghai, viz., that Bank 
.Orders being negotiable documents should 
be looked upon in the same light as hard 
cash, was established,

Sm,—At the request of the Managers 
of the Foreign Banks I beg to enclose 
for your perusal a letter 1 have received 
from Messrs. Dowdall, Hanson and 
MeNeill on the subject of two dishonoured 
Native Bank Orders, together with the 
documents referred to therein, also the 
press copy of a letter addressed by me 
to the Native Bankers’ Guild, a tran: 
tion of their reply, and a further letter 
from Messrs. Dowdall, Hanson, and 
MeNeill commenting on same. 

I understand ‘that you have already 
boon supplicd with the full facts of the 
case, but before taking any action in the 
matter you wished to have the opinion of 
Foreign Bankers, 

‘At moeting of Bankers held on the 
5th inst, it was the unanimous opision 
that the Orders should be paid at once, 
and that the proper ‘course to be follot 
ed: in ‘the first instance was for the 
Chamber of Commerce to write to the 
‘Taotai and request him to give immediate 
instructions to the Mixed Court magi 
trate to have the “stop” on the Orders 
removed aud paid without facther delay. 

If the Chamber of Commerce fail:to 
obtain satisfaction from the Taotai, the 
Foreign Bankers will tien be prepared to 
take whutover further action they may: 
consider advisable in tho interests of 
both merchants and bankers. 

T may point ont that in the letter from 
the Bankers’ Guild they admit that the 
stoppage of the Orders in question is 
conttadictory ‘to their regulations and 
they go on to say that they have not yet 
boon “uttered” which is manifestly un- 
n presented for 
payment through Messrs. Dowdall, Hau- 
son and MeNeill. 

T trust that you will see your way to 
write vory strongly to the Taotai ou the 
subject aud let mo know the result in 
due course.

Dear Sin,—We beg to acknowledge 
the receipt of your letter of the 23rd 
inst. in which you asked us to let you 
know whether or not the payment of the 
native bank orders issued by the Doon 
Foh and Toong Kew Banks for Tis. 6,000 
stopped by the Mixed Court magistrate 
lately is in compliance with our regulations 
and custom, and in reply thereto we 
have to inform you that with reference 
to our regulations the payment of any 
native bank order can only be stopped 
when the bank which issued it hus become 
insolvent, or when the holder of the order 
has reported it being lost. Beyond these 
circumstances in case the drawer has been 
cheated by other people and he has paid 
out his bank order, the payment of such 
a bank order paid out by the person 
boing cheated cannot be stopped if there 
are accounts traceable and the order 
itself in existence, and the person being 
cheated shall be the only person respon- 
ible for such loss. ‘This time, although 
the payment of the Doon Foh and Toong 
Kow bank orders has been stopped by 
the Mixed Court, yet we should not in 
accordance with our regulations comply 
with such an order of the Court. 

Tho trouble of the bank orders in ques- 
tion arose in a land trausaction in which a 
Chinese merchant, Yuo Yah-ching, bought 
land from Yue Hen-choi, who has still 
the said orders in his hauds; he has not 
yot altered them. They will be paid 
‘soon as the land dispute shall have been 
settled. ‘Tho holders will not be dis- 
‘appointed in their payment. 

‘The stoppage of payment this tim 
Aifforont from those at other times ani 
the said banks have therefoor to wait a 
short time.

Dear Sr,—We have in our possession 
cortain native bank orders or notes of the 
faco value of Tis. 6,000 issued by tho 
‘Toong Kew and Doon Foh Banks. ‘These 
notes are payahile to bearer on demand and 
are equivalent to so much hard cash, and 
similar to notes issued by foreign Banks, 
When these notes wore presented a’ fow 
months back, we were informed that pay- 
ment of these had been stopped by an 
Order of the Mixed Court magistrate, con- 
sequent on an ex-parte application of one 
‘Yu Ya-ching, who gave these notes in pay- 
ment for a lot of land purchased by him, 
in which he states there is a shortage in 
‘area. We petitioned the magistrate tb 
withdraw the Order, which he promised to 
do, but afterwards failed to carry: out his 
promise, and sliortly afterwards he was 
deprived of his office. ‘We thereupon peti- 
tioned the Taotai, who in his dispatch 
thereon stated 'that the Order stopping 
payment was made, consequent on a. 
fraudulent land transaction, but at the 
same time added that he would ask the 
Mixed Court magistrate to deal with the 
case. On’ this dispatch we interviewed 
‘the magistrate who, however , flatly refus- 
ed to take any steps in the matter, we 
believe, on sccount of the high rank 
and position of Yu Ya-ching, on whose 
application the Order’ was made. The 
question is not whéther Yu Ya-ching has 
‘been cheated or not, but whether, when 












































‘once the notes have been put into cir 
culation, after being issued by a uative 
bank, the Chinese magistrate has power, 
or authority, to stop their payment, 
which passes from hand to hand as the 
equivalent of so much hard cash. Wo - 
submit that he has no more authority to 
stop payment of ‘these notes than he 
would have to stop the payment of notes 
issued by a foreign bank. To lold 
otherwise would be to upset the very 
valuable decision given by both the Chi- 
nese magistrate, and the British Asses- 
sor, in a cxse decided 1a short while ago, 
known as the Gay Dah Bank case, which 
is practically on sll fours with the pro- 
sent case (enclosed is a copy of the judg- 
ment). Such a procedure displays an 
entire disregard for the provision of 
Banking law and custom upon the 
certainty and the maintenance of the 
integrity of which, commerce, to a largo 
extent, is based. (Wo enclose a transla- 
tion of one of the bauking regulations 
governing this case.) 

These Orders are payable to bearer, 
and are of-the same nature as a foreign 
bank note, or cashier's order, the pay- 
ment of which cannot be stopped, and 
must be paid, unless the Bank which 
issued them is unable to meot its on- 
gagemonts. es 

‘The Bank's position is that certain 
orders were issued by them; payable to 
bearer, and put into circulation. What 
happoned between persons who dealt with 
th Orders, cannot affect their 
liability, and does not authorise thom 
to stop payment; they are for . busi- 
ness purposes, and iti law and 
according to Banking custom oqui- 
valet to cash so long as they have monoy 
to mest them, and they cannot be judges 
of apy dispute botweon persons dealing 
with these Orders, and not even an Ordor 
from the Mixed Court magistrate would 
justify their action, y 

We think we have now placed youdin « 
possession of the relevant ‘facts in von-, 
nection with the complaint we have to 
make against the banks. You will no 
doubt readily appreciate the importance 
of the principle involved, and we hope 
give us your assistance, in ing upon 
the performance by the banks of their 
duty to meot their obligations to pay 
without disputing their own Orders’ 
The reputation at the present time on- 
joyed by the Native Bank Orders will 
suffer severely, if the public once become 
aware banks though having funds, 
may still stop payment of thoir own order 
to bearer, and with it the stauding of all 
native banks in the commercial com- 
munity. 

We fear that there is uo possibility of 
obtaining any redress through the 
medium of Chinese authoriti-s, chiefly. 
owing to the high rank and position of 
Yu Ya-ching, on whoso ex-parte applica- 
tion the order was made. We have sup- 
plied Mr. W. D. Little with the full facts 
of the case, in order that it might be dis- 
cussed at a meeting -of the Chamber of 
Commerce. He now writes to us that 
the:question cvme before their meeting 
on the 20th June, when the Committeo, 
while fully realising that these Orders 
should be paid, were at prosent- unable to 
give any: opinion on the case, and sug- 
gested that we should submit the samo 
to the eonsiderstion of the foreign bauks. 

We enclose translations of the charac- 
ters on these Orders. We shall be: glad 
to hear that you can afford us some as- 
sistance in settling this matter.

‘The Chairman :—Gentlomen, you will 
remember that at the last annual genoral 
meeting wo wore asked if wo had done 
anything with regard to the rebuilding of 
the hotel. Sinco then wo have been 
doing our level best to come to some un- 
derstanding with the property owners, in 
order that wo may be enabled to place 
ourselves in a more favourable position to 
carry on our business in faco of the 
serious competition wo now meet with. 
‘There is no need to comment on the fact, 
that we urgently require a new and well 
equipped hotel, and, after carefully 
considering the matter, the directors 
have Intely put before you the only 
scheme they can airive at. No doubt 
you have all studied the private circular 
sentto you. ‘The proposal is a big one 
and requires that we all fel great faith 
in the future expansion of Shanghai, and 
that wo shall continue to be as well 
served by our manager.as we aro at 
present. Our present position is financi- 
ally satisfactory, but our rental is unfor- 
tunately not a fixed one, and our old 
tuilding will cost us more and more to 
keep in order as time goes on. If the 
scheme before you commends itself at all, 
it will be for you to, say how far you are 
prepared to go towards enabling us to 
carry it through. The directors leave 
this decision entirely to you but ask that 
you will have in view the absolute desir- 
ability of keoping ourselves abreast of the 
times. ‘The sum necessary to acquire the 
property is ls. 260,000 but besides that 
it will cost Tis. 200,000 to rebuild the 
place, and we are here to-night for you to 
consider what is to be done—the'estimate 
is rather under than above the amount 
mentioned. We ask-yon to give us 
authority to go on and deal with 
the owners of the property and 
seo. for what price we can build a 
place good enough for the Hotel des 
Colonies. If anybody wishes to discuss 

















the matter they ean now do so and I ask 
‘some one to second the resolution. 

Mr. A. J. Hadley said—The proposals 
put forward have no doubt been well 
considered by the Directors, and with all 
due respect, I think that they are 
advisable to the shareholders. Hotels, 
etc. have had a remarkably good time 
during the last two years, and it is doubt- 
ful whether such will recur. This Hotel 
Co. has paid an average dividend of 6} 
per cent to shareholders, for the past 
three years, while the Central Hotel Co.

every office in the place, only to mest 
with tho stereotyped answer, “No vacancy 
at present.” These mon do not seck 
pecuniary assistance biat h 
dosire for work in any capacity. 

As your correspondent implies that 
most of the foreign inhabitants of Sh: 
hai are willing to do their mite to alleviate 
the acute suffering of these men, would 
it be presumption to suggest that the 
business. firms of Shanghai be asked, 
through the medium of your valuable 
paper, to make their requirements known, 
either through the local Press, or through 
some responsible and known source, 
whereby their wants may be promptly 
supplied and the distres and possible 
chance of future degradation of these 
men be at once eliminated. 

I feel. certain that such a trial would 
prove beneficial to all concerned, in tho 
majority of cases.

Decree, in response to memorial from 
‘Yang Shih-hsiang, Governor of Shantung, 
commending the officials in charge of the 
conservation of that portion of the Yellow 
river draining Shantung province, and 
their subordinates, for their energetic 
efforts and watchfulnessover:the embank- 
ments of said river, so that, although 
with the’ passing of the Autumn months 
strong freshets came down from ¢ 
mountains, no damage was done to the’ 
embankments and dykes, thereby pre- 
serving a large portion of the province 
feom the dangers of suddon and destruc- 
tive floods. The'preservation of the people 
of Shantung from calamitous inundations 
was also due in o great measure to the 
beneficence of the gods and for this 
reason the officials of the Imperial College 
of Inscriptions (literally, “Southern 
Study” of the Emperor) are commanded 
to draw up an adulatory inscription to be 
engraved on the tablet, which shall be 
sent tothe sdid Governor to be hung up 
in the temple of the River god, as token 
of our gratitude for his beneficent care of 
our subjects. Ten large sticks of Tibetan 
incense are also ordered to be sent to 
be offered at the altar of the River god by 
the Governor in question. A number of 
the officials of Taotai. rank belonging to 
the Conservation Board in Shantung are 
given the red button of the 2nd grade 
and two prefects are promoted to Taotai 
rank as a mark of their Majesties’ 
approval of their successful efforts in pre- 
venting the Yellow river from breaking 
down the embankments and dykes during 
a critical part of the year now drawing to 
its close.

The Disturbances at Haining. 

Dispatches received from Haining stato 
that-owing to the disturbances in that 
sub-prefecture and the two recent defeats 
of the Government troops sent jagainst 
the insurgents, which resulted in the 
wounding of Taotai Li, Commandant of 
the Government troops, the merchants 
and shop keepers of the whole region 
embracing Haining sub-prefecture and a 
portion of Hangchow prefecture have 
closed their doors and business is “in 
consequence ata standstill. In the 
absence, it is reported, of qualified officers 
to send the troops, now being mobilised 
atHangchow, for the purpose of suppress-

The Abolition of Corporal 

Punishment in the Mixed Court. 

We understand that Mr. Kuan, Magis- 
trate of the International Mixed Court, 
has received a telegram from their Ex- 
cellencies Wu Ting-fang and Shén Chia- 
pén, who are revising the criminal laws of 
this country in Peking, instructing the 
former to abolish corporal punishments 
in his Court in obedience to the Imperial 
decree recently issued on tho subject. 
In view of these instructions Mr. Kuan 
has decided to obey them without delay, 
We learn, however, that neither Viceroy 
Chou Fu ‘at Nanking nor the Shanghai 
Taotai has been notified to abolish. cor- 
poral punishments, and that the instruc- 
tions from Peking are considered irre~ 
gular.

the war, amounting to a total sum of

‘The Copper Cash Danger. 

Owing to the daily depreciation of the 
value of the copper ten-cash pioces in 
Hupeh, we understand that Viceroy Chang 
Chib-tung of Wuchang has instructed 
tho officers of the copper mint to reduce 
the’ output by one-half. The. ordinary 
output of these ten-cash pieces, it may 
be stated, is something like ten million.

This is so in commercial: life, 
but. especially in official: life, “Ihave 
always considered responsibility to’be the 
special reward aud ‘satisfaction in official 
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positions. Of course there may be also 
ppointments, but if one has looked 
always upon his duty it will be right, and 
if there is success, of course the rejoicing 
(Hear ! Hear !) I may say 
out the Settlement. We 
nsed to call it the Model Settlement, and 
when we take the difficulties under 
which we are working it deserves this 
title. (Laughter) We have fifteen na- 
tionalities with their representatives and 
Courts, and besides them all the 500,000 
natives and th horities and 
Courts. It is hardly to bo believed that 
such complicated apparatus can work, 
but it has worked, and this is only 
possible with the most open-minded 
co-operation. It is this point which I 
wish to impress upon you to-night. Bo 
united! Remain united! Omnia juncta 
in uno—this is the motto of the Shanghi 
Municipality. If you co-operate in 
everything of conrse you will help in the 
development of Shanghai. Co-operate 
0 with the Chineso officials who have 
shown. their friendly feelings to 
you to-night by their presence hi 
(Hear! Hoar!) Perhaps it is not out 
of place for me to say a few words about 
my opinion of the future of Chi 
After my remarks about respor 
you will find I am not afraid to 
opinion. (Laughtor.) China has a gt 
Qovelopment in front of hor, and 
Chinese Government has done a groat 
deal lately to promote progress aud 
evelopment. Wo are all hoping for that, 
and wish the Chinese Government to 
goon, but Iam afraid with reference to 
foreigners wo move in a citculus 
vitiosus, ‘The Chineso think we should 
not be allowed to settle where wo like or 
join in any special industry, such as the 

ining industry, because” w not 
subject to their ‘Courts. Foreigners aro 
not willing to submit to Chinese Courts 
at present, before changes have taken 
place in tho judicial syst 
succass of Western nation: 
possible because they have followed the 
most liberal principlos 
Therefore I am of opi 
end they should begin to grant to every- 
one, foreigners as well as Chinese, the 
most liberal principles, and then the 
rout will follow. (Applause.) It remains 
oniy for kk you to join with mo 
in drinking prosperity to Shanghai and 
its Council.

THE C. E. AND M. STR’ 
KAIPING. 





‘The Chinese Engineering and Mining 
Company’s now steamer Kaiping, which 
left London on the 22nd of August, 
arrived hero vid Chinwangtao, on Thursday 
aftornoon the 26th ult. She is undoubtedly 
a valuable addition to the local coasting 
shipping and has such excellent accom- 
modation for both foreign and native 
passengers that she is certain to be well 
patronised, especially during the winter 
season. She was built by Messrs. Swan, 
-Hunter, and Wigham Richardson, Ld., at 
Wallsend-on-Tyne, and is of the following 
dimensions :—Length over all, 312 feet; 
beam extreme, 44 ft. 2 in.; moulded 
depth, 23 feet ; gross tonnage, 2,546 ; net 
tonnage, 1,605; and carries a load of 
3,543 tons on a draught of 19 feet 4 in, 
steam ing at the rate of 13 knots per hour. 
Hor in dicated horse-power is 2,700. She 
was built to Lloyd’s highest class, spar- 
wtleck rule. Her engines, which have been 








constructed by the Wallsend Slipway and 
Engineéring Company, Ld., consist of a 
set of triple-expansion engines, having cy- 
linders 253, 414, and 68 inches in diame- 
ter by 45-in. stroke, steam being snpplied 
by two large single-ended boilers working 
at 180 Ibs. pressure. Six powerful steam 
winches are fitted, and she is fitted with 
steam steering gear amidships, hund 
screw gear aft, patent direct steam wind- 
lass, Jarge donkey boiler, strong derrick 
gear, and an electric light installation, 
including lamps in the hold and 
deck to enable loading and dischai 
ing during the night. The cellular 
double bottom for water ballast extends 
throughout, except under the engines, 
the tanks having a capacity of 1,158 tons, 
the deep (No. 3) tank holding 550 tons. 
The boilers are fitted with Howden’s 
system of forced draught, and See’s 
patent ash ejectors are used. 


In the central deck-house forward is 
the captain’s saloon, which i 
and well fitted, and just aft of this 
ladies’ lounge aud_ the entrance staircase 
to the saloon. ‘The saloon is beanti- 
fully panelled in light and dark oak, 
is well upholstered, and has seating ac- 
commodation at two large dining 
tables for 24 passengers. One notie 
able feature of the saloon is its height— 
8 feet from floor to ceiling—indeed, all 
the decks aro of unusual height,—and its 
Inrge port-holes, which are 16 inches 
in diameter. With entrances from the 
saloon aro seven large and airy state- 

whito-painted wails and 

coiling, and each fitted with two mab 
gany bunks and lounge. Each cabin 
fitted with electric lights and electric 
fav. There aro nine state-rooms in all, 
accommodating twenty foreign passen- 

gers, the other two state-rooms, 

which is very large and contai 
boing in the starboard alloyw: 
There are also excollontly fitted Indie 
ts lavatories and bathrooms 
ing. Aft of the saloon companion, 
amidships, but well shut off from the 
passengers’ quarters isan unusually largo 
i aft again being the 
entrance to the engine room, while in the 
port and starboard alleyways aro the 
pantry, store room, and tie officers’ and 
enginoers’ quarters, with the exception of 
the chief officer’s and chief engineer's 
cabins, which are aft on the promenade 
deck. " Right aft, on the main deck and in 
the ‘tween decks, is accommodation for 
thirty first-class and thirty second-class 
Chinese passengers, and for the first and 
second compradores. ‘The, Chinese pas- 
sengers have certainly far superior ac- 
commodation on the Kaiping to that of 
the ordinary China coaster, There are 
fifteen first-class cabins, each containing 
a lavatory, two mahogany bunks and a 
lounge, the floors being covered with a 
patent wood-dust composition. ‘The 
second-class cabins are also well-fitted, 
containing five bunks cach, and all the 
cabins open on to  spacions salodn. On 
the bridge deck is a commodious wheel- 
house, and on this deck is a Kelvin’s 
compass with the latest modern improve- 
ments, probably the only one of its kind 
on the coast. On this deck also are 
four large lifebonts, and aft are the 
gig and pim The Kaiping holds 
the Board of Trade certificate to carry 
84 passengers (20 foreign and 64 native) 
and a crow of 74 (foreigners aud natives). 

Capt. Macfarlane, late of the Hsiping, 
brought the Kaiping out from home and 
remains in command, and he and Mr. 
Frischling, the Company’s Marine Super-

Lecrore on Lantern Sunes 
ay Mr. J. Hervey Lononuxsr. 

‘There is vrobably no method of ex- 
hibiting photographs which gives so much 
pleasure, or shows them to such advant- 
age, as that in the form of slides shown 
through a lantern, It is often the case 
that, seeing for the first tiine, the pro- 
jection on the screen of a slide taken 
from one of his own negatives, the 
photographer. is agreeably surprised at 
the amount there is in it. Details which 
were overlooked in an ordinary print, aro 
uow clearly visible. and the whole appears 
to stand out in bold relief. 

Lantern slides may be made in two 
ways, either by printing in contact with 
the negative, or by reduction in a camera, 
‘The former method is the one I intend 
describing to-night, and it is the siaplor 
and more direct method of the two. As 
the usual size of a lantern plate is only 
Sf inches square and as about ¢ inch all 
round the edge is covered by the binding 
strips which fasten the cover glass to the 
lantern plate, an aroa of 3 inches square 
is all of the negative that is available. 
‘Most, if not all, ives, it will 
be found, can be used in this way, and a 
large proportion of 5x4 size. The kind 
of negative best suited for slide making 
should have plenty of detail aud good 
gradation, and one that wonld give a 
“plucky” print ; one with excessive cou- 
trasts should be avoided. It is as well 
to remember that the lantern slide is 
viewod as a picture very mnch enlarged, 
consequently, xny defect in either the 
ve ot slide is magnified mauy 
times. A fault hardly. noticeable in a 
sroall print becomes a much moro serious 
matter whon onlarged on the screen, A 
perfoct slide should have its highest lights 
clear glass, its half tones full of detail and 
gradation, and deopest shadows nearly, 
but not quite, opaque. The picture 
should be sharply defined. Anything 
of tho wature of a large patch of clour 
glass or deep shadows should bo avoided. 
‘There aro annmbor of difforont makes of 
plates on the market, and I do not know 
that one is any bettor than the other, 
‘The great thing is to get used to ono 
brand of plate and stick to it. If your 
first results are not good, it is not nece: 
ily the plate that is in fault, but in 
all probubility the manipulator. 

‘To make an exposure the lantern plate 
is placed in contact with the negative, 
film to film. This, except when tho slow 
gaslight plates ate being used, must be 
done in the dark room, i 
as with bromide pape: ight 
plates a dark room is not necessary ; 
these may be handled in ordinary gas- 
light, but care should be taken that the 
direct rays of the light do not fall on the 
plate. The most important part of slide 
making is probably the exposure, and it 
is here where so many fail. There is 
considerable latitude in exposure, but at 
the same time, the best results are those 
where - exposure has been correctly. 
estimated. ‘The correct time for exposure 
can only be learnt by practice and it 
would save many disappointments and 
spoilt plates, if the worker would make a 
few experiments to begin with. A good 
plan is to select a negative of medium 
density, and, as far as possible the same 
general character all over the plate. Put,

light. Place your negative at the exact 
distance, and expose for, 
then with a piece of card cover up one- 
third of the negative, exposing the un- 
covered two-thirds for another five 
seconds. Move the card slong to cover 
up another third, and give the remaining 
third a further five seconds. We now 
have a plate that has been exposed in 
portions for 5, 10, and 15 seconds. 
Develop this and the results will give 
you avery good idea of what exposure is 
required. If you are not able with 
these three exposures to arrive at 
the correct one, expose another plate 
in the same way, giving different 
exposures, either longer or shorter, 
as the first result may show to be 
required. When a correct exposure is 
dotormined with this plate, the same 
trial may be made with other nogatives 
of groator or lesser density. Decreasing 
this distance for with very 
harsh contrast ing for very 
thin ones, will give very much better 
slides than printing all from the same 
distance. If negatives are sorted out 
into batches of different grades an experi- 
mental exposure with one of exch grade 
will give all that is required. 















A word regarding distance from light. 
This should ve exact. Some method 
should be employed that will show, say, 
from six-inch distances, to two or three 
feot. In making exposures the operator 
ure then of the exact distance and, 
consequently, result of the exposure. In 
guessing a distance, a difference of an 
inch or two shorter or longer can easily 
be made and this would give the plate 
exposed at « shorter «listanco an exposure 
much fuller than one at the longer dis- 
tance. If the negative is such that more 
exposure is required for one portion than 
another, as in thé case of clouds which 
‘are too dense to print through with the 
ordinary exposure, the landscape portion 
can bo shaded with a piece of black paper 
or card, while the additional exposure is 
given ; this paper or card should be kept 
moving during the exposure, or harsh 
outlines will result. Another method of 
printing clouds is to do them on a separ- 
ate plate and use this as x cover glass : 8 
suitable cloud negative should be select- 
ed, and the plate masked where the land- 
scape portion of the picture would be. 
After development any part of the clouds 
that would overlap the landscape could 
be removed with the ferricyanide reducer 
applied with cotton wool. This plan is 
not always satisfactory as it is somewhat 
ditticult to match the colour of ‘the sky to 
the landscape, and again, skies so 
printed have a tendency .to seom 
too prominent. It must be remembered 
that when the two glasses are bound 
together the sky is reversed from right to 
left, and allowance must be made for this 
in selecting the negative. 

For cold, black tones metol is pro- 
bably the best developer. My favourite, 
however, is hydroquinone ; under normal 
conditions it gives a very good warm black 
while it is easily adapted to produce 
brown and red.

It may be well to remember, in con- 
nection with both exposure and develop- 
ment, that of the two evils, ifthe correct 
thing cannot be determined, over- 
exposure or development is better than 
un An over-developed plate can 
easily be reduced and does not suffer. 
Do not try to force an under-exposed 
plate ; it only leads to fog. One always 
wants cover glasses, therefore the plate 
is not altogether wasted; it would be 
useless as a lantern slid 

Whilo I mention exposure in this con- 
nection I would point ont that any con- 
jorableamount of over-exposure is never 
factory, it gives a thin flat image 
after fixing, a loss of detail and clouding 
of the high lights. 

There are two methods open to those 
who wish to produce slides in colours 
other than black. By increasing the ex- 

\d time of development warmer 
are obtained ranging to a deep 
red. By toning, a very large number of 
tones may be obtained. Permanence 
should be first considered in any process, 
and particularly with the lantern slides ; 
therefore it should be remembered that 
colour when produced by toning is not 
likely to be so permanent as that pro- 
duced by development. We will first 
consider the development method. ‘The’ 
longer the exposure with a developer 
ined in proportion, the warmer toni 
jet. By increasing the exposure five 
or six times and adding to each ounce of 
the developer one grain each of am- 
monium carbonate and ammonium bro- 
mide good brown will be obtained. 
‘Twelve times the exposure with another 
grain each of ammonium bromide added 
will give alight red tone, and so on up to 
forty times the exposure required for 
black tones, with » further increase of 
ammonium ‘carbonate and ammonium 
bromide giving very brilliant dark red 
tones. Tho time taken for development 
will be considerable in very red tones. 
Black toned slides will be sufficiently de- 
veloped in one to two minutes ; red toned 
ones will require anything up to twenty 
minutes or half an hi 

In toning wo have several mothods 
open. The one I have selected to de- 
monstrate with, appears to me to be as 
simple as any, and quite effective ; it also 
has the advantage of being fairly per- 
manent. 

Slides to be toned, must be thoroughly 
washed to remove every trace of hypo, or 
reduction instead of toning will result. 
‘Various shades of brown and red are easily 
produced by toning with uranium

— Tho 
washing should not be prolonged other- 
wise the colour is likely to be discharged 
and the slide left in its original condi-‘ 
tion. Green and blue may be obtained 
by first toning the black image to a brown 
by the uranium method of'washing until 
the yellow stain is discharged and immer- 
jing in ;

The colour will quickly change first to 
green and if the action be continued 
ultimately to a bright. Prussian blue. 
This latter may be made deeper by im- 
mersion in 

Sulphuric Acid.........10 minims. 

Water loz. 
subsequently washing until the bluo 
tinge in the high lights is climinated. 
Running water should ‘not be employed 
in washing, nor should the washing be 
prolonged, as the deposit is soluble in 
water. The uranium bath has a slight 
intensifying action so that development 
must not. be carriéd too far with slides 
intended for toning by this method. 

A slide slightly veiled or too dense 
may be reduced by immersion in a solu- 
tion of ferricyanide of potash : 
attack tho high lights and half tones bo- 
fore the shadows, a fact of considerable 
advantage. It does not affect the colour ; 
of warm-toned ‘slides, which is anoth 
advantage. For reduction the slide 
first immersed in a clean hypo bath and 
then transferred to a ten per cent solu-- 
































tion of ferricyanide of potash; this acts 
very quickly, and care must be taken not 
to carry retiuetion too far. When the 


right density has boon reached, the slide 
must be well washed to romove all traces 
of hypo. Persulphate of ammonia is a 
good reducer for over-developed slides in 
which contrasts are too strong. With 
this the dense portions’ are reduced uni- 
formly. After a thorough washing the 
developed slide should be allowed to dry 
in a place where no dust can settle on 
Drying must not be hurried by artificial 
hoat, although, if necessary, a short im- 
mersion in spirits of wine will rapidly 
dry the slide. Whon thoroughly dry the 
slide requires a cover glass to protect the 
film, A mask is first selected with an 
Ie size and shape, this 
is placed on tho firm side of the plate and 
the cover glass on top of it. ‘The whole 
then bound together with a ‘narrow 
strip of black paper about } inch wide, 
round the edges. After binding some 
method is desirable to show at onco' the 
proper position iz which the slide should: 
be put in the lantern. ‘This is gonerally > 
two small spots of white paper placed on 
the binding strip, cover glass side, at the 
two top corners. A narrow strip of white 
paper gummed along the upper edge is 
also useful for the title to be written on, 
Binding strips with these dots and strips 
on may be purchased ; if these are used 
they should be affixed in'the position de- 
scribed. 

In closing I would like to call 
attention to the two defects I have found 
most prevalent in slides brought tobe 
shown at our meetings. One is insufficient 
exposure and forced development and the 
other over-development. . With the for-\ 
mer there is a general veiling of the high 
lights and a lack of clearness; in. the: 
latter the slide is altogether too dense 
for any light to pierce it. The projection 















































of these slides, whatever the lantern or 
illuminant, will never be satisfactory. 
‘Many times the lantern is blamed for the 
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ot rigl 
‘When. a slide is properly exposed and 
developed even tho cheapest lantern will 





make something of it. I do not find it 
ssary to vary the density of slides 
Very much according to the light that 
may be used for, projecti Although a| 
mnt white light such as limelight is

THE MANG@UVR 
FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. 


Hochionfu, 26th October. 

Accident to Mijor von Clier. 

‘This morning was the date fixed for the 
grand.review of the entire army which 
hos taken part in the manguvres. Ther: 
has beon an ominous stillness in. the 
atmosphere during, the past few di 
with bright warm sunshine. At this 
of the year these anti-cyclonic’ periods 
always terminate in a more or less furious 
northerly “buster,” which I imagined in 
the ordinary course of nature would fall 
due on the very day wo started north- 
cast again for Tiontsin. It has come one 
day before. 

‘he day opened with fair promise. 
Guosts and servants, were astir at day- 
break, the report having been given out 
that the review would take placo. some 
little distance outside the city at 7 o'clock. 
‘Tho Chinoso appear to attach considerable 
value, which eandour compels mo to 
admit I think is exaggerated, to early 
rising. It turned out this morning that 
the foreign. guests were not expected on 
the parade ground till about 8 a.m. The 
cavalcade went out by the west gate amid 
luting from the military police 
who lined the main streets, and on arrival 
a milo outside tho city walls, on the open 
plain, the visitors found the Viceroy and 
‘Tih Liang already onthe ground, sur- 
rounded by a retinue of somo hundreds of 
Chinese officers and officials from Peking, 
‘Viontsin, and other provinces, including 
places so remote as Kirin in tho north- 
cust of the empire, Hupeh in the centro, 
and I bolieve Szechuan in the south-w 
though Iam informed that the officis 
sont from the more distant provinces are 
of rather minor consequence. The whole 
of the troops were, massed in columns, 
squadrons, and batteries, aud appeared 
to have beon on the ground early. Tho 
vicoregal dragon flag. was planted in the. 
contre. of the great plain, the Viceroy 
and his patty stunding in front of 
marquee. ‘The procession of foreign visi- 
tors, headed by 4 Chinese colonel, quick- 
ened its pace. A rough order of proced- 
enco had been given out, the colonels 
and commanders of the foreign party go- 
ing first and the junior officers, corres- 
pondents, and interpreters next, Major 
von Claer, the much-respected attaché 
of the Gorman Legation, had been riding 
behind and now galloped up at full speed 
over the rough field to take the place 
allotted. to him in the procession. Un- 
fortunately his charger, a fine powerful- 
looking animal, stumbled and rolled over 
on the ground, head downwards, the rider 












































going over his shoulders and taking tho| « 


full weight of the horse on his body. I

ment and was fortunate to be able to pull 
to one sidein thenick of time. Three 





Russian orderlies at once came up and 
dismounting from their shaggy little 
ponies picked up the unfortunate officer, 
while Mr. Pontius of the American party, 
ismounted aud secured the trembling 
horse. Major von Claer had fallen 
face downward and lay motionless. Tho 
Russian horsemen, rough, handy fellows, 
who hadgevidently seen mishaps of this 
sort, before, proceeded without losing a 
moment to subject the fallen officer to 
extraordinary treatment. They took him 
by the shoulders and under the arms, and 
lifting him up a foot or more above their 
heads allowed him to come heavily to the 
ground again on his feet. This was re- 
peated for a mintite or so, and it soemed 
as if whatever life the major might have 
left in him would be shaken out.. The 
treatment proved effective, however. The 
major presently opened his eyes, and 
though still stunned, showed return- 
ing consciousness. Some German or- 
derlies then came up, and word 
was carried to Colonel Ompteda 
and to the Chinese military staff. The 
Viceroy expressed great concern on 
hearing of the accident, and at once sent 









a 


,| a “foreign” doctor, that is to say, a Chi- 


nese military surgeon skilled in ‘foreign 
surgery, to attend to the injured officer. 
In addition to the stunning forco of the 
fall, Major von Claer sustained a cut 
across the forehead, caused apparently 
by the helmet, which affords no protection 
in case of a fall but seems rather to add 
to the danger. An hour or two after- 
wards, thanks to his physical strongth 
and the prompt attention which he was 
given, the gallant major seemed practi- 
cally recovered. 


The Viceroy, with Tieh Liang and 
Generals Fung and Tuan, followed by the 
officers, Chinese and foreign, and civi- 
lians of the visiting party,” proceeded 
to ride slowly round the lines, amidst 
playing of bands and the increas 
ing vehemenco of the gale. Clouds 
of dust swept across the pI obseur- 
ing the view of the troops and of every- 
thing else. The storm had evidently set 
in for at least a day, and as the howl- 
ing wind and yellow dust-clouds obscured 

verything, thero was tio chance whatever 
the carrying out of the march: past 
ranged. For a few minutes the for 
party bewildered, ing to s 
what next. The Viceroy invited them to 
his tent, which was the only one that 
had not succumbed to the storm, After 
taking shelter there awhile it was decided 
to plunge through the blizzard for home. 
‘The party reached their quarters in due 
course, and after divesting themselves 
as far as possible of the dust a 
formal call in a body upon the Viceroy 
in the Hall of Conftcius, immediately 
next to their own temporary quarters. 
‘There were assembled there not only the 
Viceroy and staff, but also some 2,000 
Chinese officials, including all the officers 
of the Chineso army engaged at the 
manguvres, except those required for 
duty. The Viceroy entertained the whole 
Party at luncheon, and as there were not 
chairs enough in Hochienfu to accom- 
iiodate them, they naturally took it 
standing. As the foreign visitors had 
an opportunity thus of mixing freely with 
the Chinese commanders, this function 
proved one.of the most interesting of the 
various social gatheriigs of the week. 
‘The Viceroy ‘hiniself and his right-hand 
man, TichjLiang, were as affable as pos- 
le, and the foreign officers were unani- 

their expressions of appreciation 
ally, of the heartiness of their 
reception and the freedom with which 
they had been allowed to see everything. 



































The Viceroy returned to Tientsin on 
Friday and Saturday in a river boat, 
followed by the foreign visitors who 
reached Tientsin on Saturday night.

Mossrs. H. P, Wilkinson and R. N. 
Macleod appeared for the plaintiff’; Mr. 
Morgan Phillips represented defendant. 

Mr, Macleod’s affidavit was as follows:— 

I, Ronald Noi! Macleod of Shangbi 

Solicitor Counsel for the Plaintiff herein 
make Oath and 18 follor 
—Judgmont in this action was de- 
livered by this Court on the 30th day of 
June 1905 for the Plaintiff in the sum of 
‘Tis. 19,000 loss the amount to be found 
due for payments in respect of the 
Samson. 
Such judgment was based on the 
holding that the Plaintiff was entitled to 
the value of the “Samson” at the time 
of the conversion thereof by the Defen- 
dant (which conversion was held to have 
taken placo in the middle of January) loss 
tho amount the Defendant could prove 
himself ontitled to sot off 

3—The said judgment decided that 
the value of the Samson at such timo 
as aforesaid was Tis. 60,000. 
.—The question of such value was not 
left to the Jury but the Court decided 
that such question should be referred or 
further discussed before the Court. 

5,—Such question was uot so referred 
or discussed. 










































6—The said judgment denied that 
there was a condition attaching to the

the resal 


7,—The said condition was entered 
into on the 21st day of October 1904 and 
the Samson was purchased on the 
19th day of October 1904. 

8.—I am advised and believe that there 
being no cor ion for such condi- 
tion the same was not binding on Mr. 
Bonnet Burloigh the Defendant or the 
Plaintiff. 

9.—Tho. said judgment decided that 
the Defendant was entitled to set-off the 
sum of Tis. 40,000 paid by him to one 
Kristensen. 

10.—The Jury were asked but were 
unable to find whether such sum was a 
proper sum to be paid by the Defendant 
to the said Kristensen. 

11,—The Jury were not asked whether 
and have not’ found that'the’ Defendant 











was authorised by the Plain 
such sum to the said Kristensen. 
12.—The. said Kristensen as the De- 
it in an action brought by the 
Plaintiff in the Danish Consular Court 
at Shanghai in his Answer in such action 
has stated that the said sum of Ts. 40,000 
was “loss of profit on the transaction 
and loss occasioned by interference of the 
regular business of the Defendant's firm.” 

13.—I am advised and believe that the 
Jury having failed to find that such sum 
of Tis. 40,000 paid to the said Kristensen 
by the Defendant was a proper sum to 
be so paid and that such finding being a 
finding on ‘question of fact loft to the 
Jury it was not competent to the Court 
the Jury having been discharged to renew 
such finding and especially |without fur- 
ther hearing Counsel snd such further 
evidence as they might call. 

Mr. Wilkinson, in opening, referred 
their Lordships to Art. 114 of the Order 
in Council, and to Order 40, Rule 4, 
Order 39, Rule 1s, and Order 40, Rule 10 
of the Supreme Court Rules.” He ro- 
spectfully submitted that in the judgment 
given in this case his Lordship’s decision 

i in matters inconsistent with 
of the Jury, and that on 
matters the Court had not 
before it suficient materials to enable it 
to giverfinal judgment, and that the Court, 
recognising this proposition, had suggest- 
ed reference on certain points, Such 
rofereuce was not made before judgment 
was delivered. Mr. Macleod would con- 
the argument with regard to the 
question of reference on the value of the 
Samson. 

‘Tho Assistant Judge asked counsel to 
state his points. 

Counsel drow attontion to Mr. Mac- 
leod’s affidavit, dated the 12th of Jul; 
which he read. At tho hearing itself the 
question of reference was raised and his 
Lordship took the point that there would 
be reference on cortain points. 

His Lordship—Unless judgment was 
left to mo. 

Mr. Wilkinson said his first point was 
that the value of the Samson was not 
found in the way be submitted that it 
should have been found. One of the 
conditions of the purchase of the Sam- 
sou, if in existence, rendered her of loss 
value than she should have been. He| 
did not say that thero was a condition 
that she should not ply on the river at 
Shanghai, but it appeared on the record 
as evidence. - 

His Lordship—Then do you object to 
the finding that there “was stich a

Mr. Wilkinson said he did not object 
to the finding that there was such a con- 
dition. What he did submit was that it 
did not, and could not in any way affect 
plaintiff. 

His Lordship said this point was not 
put at the trial. 

‘The Assistant Judge understood counsel 
to be arguing on the point whether or 
not there was any consideration for this 
condition. It was for counsel to show 
that this point was clearly put before the 
Tury. 

Mr. Wilkinson said it was one of the 
points which his Lordship did not put 
to the Jury. He decided it himself with- 
out reference. If there ever was such a 
condition it was entirely without con- 
sideration and could not be binding on 
plaintiff. 

The Assistant Judge—Did you state 
that at the trial ? 

Mr. Wilkinson submitted that he was 
not bound to take points during the trial 
which could-not legally ke raised.

‘Tho Assistant Judge said that’ counsel 
had to point out to the: judge that the 
document. agreeing to the salo. of-tho 
Samson was dated the 19th of October ; 
that imposing the condition as to plying 
on the river at Shanghai the 21st of 
October. 

‘Mr. Wilkinson said his first point was 
that the value of the Samson-was ‘not 
properly found. His second that in 
finding the value of the Samson regard 
was had toacondition attached to” her 
whereby her value to the purchaser was 
decreased. The condition did not legally 
affect plaintiff: id poi 
that defendant was not e 
the Ts, 40,000 paid to hini by Kristensen. 
His argument depended on the fact 
found by the Jury, that Ward was plain- 
tiffs agent. 

His Lordship, referring to the Jury’s 
answer that they wore unable to decide 
whether the Tls, 40,000 prid to Kris- 
tensen was a proper sum, said he did not 
regard it as a finding at all, He con- 
sidered the evidence very carefully to 
find whether or not it was a relevant 
finding ; whether, in fact, his judgment 
could not be passed on tho first two 
questions alone. ‘That was what was in 
his mind when reading his judgment. 

Mr. Wilkinson ‘contended’ that an 
agent might have authority to soll, but 
not to pay any ‘sum for cancollation. 
The Jury’s finding was a negative finding 
or no finding at all, ‘They either) found 
that Tis, 40,000 was not a proper sum or 
else they found nothing at all. 

,The Assistant Judge’ said that defen- 
dant-had to prove his sot-off. If plait- 
tiff claimed it was not @ reasonable sum 
he must show it was not reasonable, 
Plaintiff had notice of a sot-off: of cortain 
amounts. Defendant came into : Court 
with evidence in support of his claim’ for 
Tis. 40,000. Plaintiff’ ought to “have 
brought évidence against thi 

Mr. Wilkinson said that as rogards tho 
sot-off, Ward was in’ tho position of a 
plaintiff. A plaintiff had to prove hie 
to the satisfaction of the” Court, 
or of the Judge and jury. 
One of the issues put to the jury was, 
did Ward pay Tis. 40,000 to Kristonson. 
Counsel admitted that he had: paid it. 
Admit ing that, Ward, as plaintiff, had 
to prove uot only’ that he” paid 
it, but that it was a proper sum, 

‘The Assistant Judge understood that 
the jury found Tis. 40,000. was paid and 
that’ Ward was authorised to pay some- 
thing. The jury found Ward had autho- 
rity to cancel'the purchase. 

Mr. Wilkinson replied that the jury 
found that Ward was plaintiff's agent 
with authority to settle up this ‘contract, 
He submitted that a principal was not 
bound to répay his agent any sums except 
such sums as were properly spent. 

‘The Assistant Judge thought that if 
the jury found Ward was authorised to 
cancel the purchase of the ‘Edendale 
they must have meant that he was 
authorised to pay something. 

Mr. Wilkinson contended: that there 
was evidence to show that he could hsve 
got out of it in some other way. When 
the jury were asked if this was a proper 
sum it was the same as asking them‘if 
that was the sum Mr. Pavlow would have 
to repay. zi 

His Lordship said that Kristonsen was 
called and counsel could-have questioned 
him, but so far as he remembered -Mr. 
Wilkinson did not cross-examine eith¢ 
party with regard to the accounts. 

Mr. Wilkinson submitted that he was 
not bound to disprove the case by cross- 
examination. He’ was conducting the 
ease’ before a jury that ‘was’ ot vary 
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sympathetic and he therefore avoided 
asking one unnecessary question. The 
jury: did not find that Tis. 40,000 was a 
proper sum. 

His Lordship—They said they did 
not know. 

‘Mr, Wilkinson submitted that that be- 
ing so the matter should have gone to 
reference, Ho was quite satisfied that in 
Kristensen’s examinations defendant had 
not made out his set-off. The jury left 
it an open question whether Ward’ paid 
the Tis. 40,000 for his own amusement or 
for some other reason. ‘There was a groat 
@eal of evidence which went to show 
tho sottloment between Ward and 
jen was a general settlement with 

regard to the contract for wheat, etc. 

Evidence was called by ‘Mr. Pavlow to 

show that, althongh not personally liable 

for the Edendale to Kristensen, he, out of 

Consideration for his dealings with Ward, 

placed Kristonsen in an sdvantageous 

position, ‘There was not only oral but 
documentary evidence of this. Counsel 
went on to quote from the report in 
the “North-Chiua Herald,” Kristensen’ 
evidence that he had no contract with 
regard to the Edendale particularly. 

He submitted that was evidence with 

regard to the accounts. 

His Lordship said the accounts were 
not mentioned. 

‘Mr, Wilkinson contended that there 
was a. question asked as regards the 

. question between Ward and Kristensen— 
whether there wus any contract which had 
to be settled. 

His Lordship—That ‘question was 
directed as to whether he had any autho- 
rity. 

Mr, Wilkinson submitted that the 
matter of authority was a question be- 
tween Ward and Pavlow. Kristensen 
was asked not whother he had authority 
from Pavlow diroct, but whether he had 
any contract even with Ward. Kristensen 
‘was the man to whom the Tis. 40,000 were 
paid. . He was asked whether he could 
produce any contract as regards the Eden- 
dale tratisaction, and he said he could uot. 

His Lordship said that ho understood 
the jury to have meant that they had had 
no evidence us to the Ts. 40,000. 

Mr. Wilkinson submitted that there was 
no evidence at all as to the sum of Tis. 


40,000. 
Lordship—Ward and Kristensen 
both swore that was the sum, 

Mr. Wilkinson said that in reply to 
Mr, Macleod, Kristenson said he had no 
separate acconnt with regard to the 
Edendale. ‘Tho Tis. 40,000 might there- 
fore have applied to something else, 

The Assistant Judge said it seemed to 
him that if defendant had authority to 
cancel the Edeudale he had authority to 
pay some money to do so. He thought 
plaintiff's counsel shonld have ctoss- 
examined to show that defendant was 
not authorised to pay that sum, and in 
order to get some accon 
amount was made np. When the jury said 
that Ward wns authorised to cancel the 
Edendale transxction theJudgemust draw 
the inference that he had to pay some- 
thing. 

Mr. Wilkinson submitted that there 
was no ovidence at all that defendant 
honght the Edendale from Kristensen 
He therefore’might have cancelled some- 
thing which did not exist. 

The Assistant Jndgo said the contract 
could only be got out of by « payment. 
Plaintiff therofore had to show that defen- 
dant was not authorised to pay Tis. 
40,000. 

Mr. Wilkinson asked if the same evid- 
ence would not have convinced the jury 
that defendant{paid a lakh? He did’ not 



























































object tothe finding that defendant was 
authorised to settle the Eden 
tion. He submitted that in finding that 
there was a coutract his Lordship had 
decided a question of fact which was not 
put to the jury. 

His Lordship read that part of 
Judgment in which he said that plaintiff's 
attitude throughout the caso had been to 
wash his hands of the Edendale. Ther 
had been no cross-exxmination of Kri 
tensen as to the items of the amount, or 
as to the propriety of the amount of the 
claim. 

Mr. Wilkinson submitted that tl was 
a point which had been put to the jury. 

‘His Lordship said it might have been 
put unnecessarily. 

Mr. Wilkinson submitted that what 
his Lordshiv had in mind was that he 
found as a matter of fact that what 
Kristensen said was trne. Tho jury did 
not find that. 

His Lordship replied that he was en- 
titled to consider whether or not the case 
presented to him was such as to make 
that finding of the jury necessary. 

Mr. Wilkinson again contended that 
the jury’s finding on the sum of Tis. 
40,060 was a negative finding. His Lord- 
ship took the sum they said was not 
proper sum and found it as a fact. 

His Lordship said that plai 
that he had nothing to do with the 
Edendale. The jury did not believe him. 
He choso to base his case on a story 
which the jury found to be false, 

Mr. Wilkinson answered that even if 
that were so, he should not be made to 
pay moro than was necessary. 

His Lordship said plaintiff based his 
case on this on the chance of its bein; 
believed by the jury. He said he di 
not care abit asto the amount of Tis. 
40,000. Was not that enough ? 

Mr. Wilkinson said pl came for- 
ward and said he had nothing to do with 
the Edendale, and the jury tound this to 
bo all nons On’ the other band 
Ward and Kristensen said they had 
something to do with the Edendale on 
account of Pavlow. Ward further said 
that his relations with Kristensen wi 
of # business-like character, and that he 
had to pay him Tis. 40,000 for the cav- 
collation of the contract. ‘The jury re- 
fused to find that Ts. 40,000 was the cor- 
rect sum. During the whole course of 
the trial the situation was very clearly in 
their mind, would not say it wi 
logal sum. Whether the issue was right- 
ly put to them or not, that was the great 
point. 

His Lordship said he was not bound by 
a finding which did not exist. 

Mr. Wilkinson submitted that this was 
x finding of some sort. 

His Lordship—It does not amount to 
a fiuding that it was an improper sum. 

Mr. Wilkinson said that if the jury 
had taken the Tis. 40,000 as a lump sum 
1d found that it was a proper lump sum 
he would not have objected. The jury 
had all the evidence before them upon 
which his Lordship finally allowed Tis. 
40,000. The jury said they could not 
find that it was a proper sum. His 
Lordship had found that it was not only 
















































































His Lordship took it that the pro- 
priety of the sum was uot in issue. 
ilkinson replied that the amount 
in issue. Both parties were 
in the wrong according to the findings 
of the jury. It was not before the 
Court or the jury that because Pavlow 











said something he ought not to say he 


must pay ‘he amount even if Ward did 
not actually pay it. Anything that 
Ward proved he paid to Kristensen 
Pavlow was not liable for, - Summing up 











his contentions counsel said his sub- 
mission was that once the question 
was left to the jmy it could 


not be taken away from them, Tho 
proprioty of this amount was a question 
left to the jury. Under the circum- 
stances the jury found it was not a right 
amount. fie ‘submitted that was what 
the jury meant by their answer. 

The Assistant Judge—If there were a 
hearing wonld you ask for refereuce on 
that amount ? : 

Mr. Wilkinson asked for judgment on 
the negative finding of the juy. At any 
rate, he submitted he was enti'led to 
reference. 

‘Tho Assistant Judge. 
satisfied with a reference, 

Mr. Wilkinson said he should certainly 
ask ‘for jadgmaont for Tis. 40,000 as Ward 
did not prove his caso to tho satisfacti 
of the jury. The jury gave a negative 
verdict, and Ward therefore failed to 
prove his caso, It was for defendant to 
produce proof, not for counsel to elicit 
proof in cross-oxamination.’ Taking the 
finding of the jury to be negative it 
was not within the province of the 
Court to alter or add to it, or to give 
any finding not in accordance with 
it. He submitted that the inconsis- 
toucy was this: that the jury said they 
had not got materials to find whether Tis, 
40,000 was the propor sum, and:on tho 
same evider Lordship found that it 
was. On this point he would like to rofer 
his Lordship to somo cases. Counsel 
referred his Lordship to Seton on Judg- 
mentsand Orders, 5th edition, p. 337; ox 
parte Froomen of Sunderland (1.

Mr. Wilkinson submitted that the Court 
would be wrong in fiuding that, If tho 
jury really had found that, he submitted 
the Court was right, although the cases 
he cited were very strong. 

His Lordship—I may assume that tho 
account was wrongly found. Supposing 
we consider wo aro entitled to draw a 
reasonable inference that thore is somo 
sum to be paid. What do you ask us to 
do? 

Mr. Wilkinson said if that were so he 
would ask forja re-trial ou the Tis. 40,000 
claim of Ward. If his Lordship found 
that the finding of the jury was that 
there was some sum to be paid, he sub- 
mitted that his Lordship was right and 
that there should bo a re-trial. 

Mr. Macleod said he would now pro- 
coed to deal with the question of the 
value of tho str. Samson. 

His Lordship—This question was with- 
drawn by consent from the jury and ‘loft 
to me to determine if occasion arose. 

Mr. Macleod quoted his’ Lordship’s 
summing up. He understood that if this 
question of the value of the Samson ‘was 
not determined by His Lordship his 
Lordship would hear couusel further on 
the point, 

The Court then adjourned for a week.

“Already Antwerp is the third port in the 
world,” said Mr. Grenfell, and the Belgian 
authorities are proposing to spend between 
ten and twelve millions on improving the 
dock and quay accommodation, 

“Nine enormous docks are planned, 
with a depth of 39 feet ; each will bo 
nearly 4,000 fect long, and 650 feot wide. 
If completed, the scheme will give Antworp 
37 miles of quays as against 13 miles now 
existing or constructing. ‘The thing that 
struck mo most was the perfection with 
which the deepwater riverside quays 
wero managed. Aship at Antwerp can be 
discharged in far less time than in London, 
decause these deep-water quays are in the 
river .itself, and there are no docks and 
locks to go through, and because the dis- 
charging cranes, otc., are powerful and up 
todate. The development of the deep- 
water quay system in the Thames is quito 
possible, for it is only a question of money. 
As a matter of fact, works of this character 
aro to be constructed shortly on the south 
side of the river by privato enterpriso, 
‘The cost is estimated at a million, As 
for the future of London as a port, I can 
only say that the Bill now in Committee 
empowering the Conservancy to dredge a 
channel from Nore to Gravesend 30 fer. 
deop at a cost of £400,000 is an importan' 
step in the right direction, as it will enable 
big vessels to got up to the docks without 
losing a tide by waiting for water in the 
river itsolf.”—" Singapore Free Press.”

The Tibetan Uprising. 


‘The Chinese officials are having somo 
lively experiences with the Tibetan up- 
rising in the ‘north-west of the Province.

If the Chinese atfirst had taken 
the offensive they would probably have 
won. Instead of that they tried hard to 
feather their nests by getting bribes and 
money from the enemy. ‘This suited the 
Tibetans and they readily paid up know. 
ing they would got all back again. ‘The 
upshot was that Atentze was captured 
snd tho Imperial troops annibilated. A 
few days south of this at Tsekou is a

Here he found 
friends who gave him a hi 1 of 
tsanpa which almost succooded in doing 
what the hunters longed to do. By tho 
aid of these friendly Tibetans Mr. Forrest 
managed to elude his pursuers, and worn 
outand very ill he at last roached Talifu 
where the ‘kindness of Mr. Clarke and 
his companions of the China Inland 
Mission did much to make him woll and 
strong. The magnificent collection of 
specimens worth many hundreds of 
pounds was totally destroyed. 

Tho Chineso aro hurrying troops to the 
scone of the trouble but the troops are 
mostly raw recruits who with their in- 
sufficient clothing will suffer from the 
severe winter of those heights. 


Another Trouble. 


Yet another trouble, this time with 
the so-called Mantze near Chiaochia in 
the Prefecture of Tungchuan, Soveral 
battles and skirmishes have taken placo 
in which the Chineso have not shone 
brightly." A now Brigadier-General has 
‘deen appointed to Chaotung which is 
seven days from the scono of the troubles, 
‘This General has fall powers to deal with 
the matter, and it was generally reported 
that the Emperor had given orders to 
‘annihilate’ the “Mentze.” Those who 
know anything about these brave “No- 
su” tribes smiled at tho annihilation 
order. With the example of Atentze 
before them the officials might well 
wonder as to where the ‘annihilation’ 
was to take place. Seeing also that the 
so-called rebel chief is only fighting to 
Fogain ands unjustly confiscated by 
unscrupulons mandarins one may well 
hope that there will be justice and no 
annihilation. General Su in a long 
interview said that ho hoped a way out 
of the difficulty would be found and 
though, he ssid, as 8 military mandarin 
he depended on such troubles as these to 
obtain promotion, yet he was willing to 
make peaco if a proper way were found. 
Very -rarely.has such an. enlightened 
General been seen in Chaotung,

One 
sympathises deoply with the poor people 
and longs for some long-sighted statesman 
who shall adopt the Japanese opium 
policy and so deliver a nation,

THE ST. GEORGE’ 
BALL. 


The St. George's Society determined 
fittingly to celebrate His Majesty King 
Edward the Seventh’s birthday by giving 
a ball at the Town Hall, and from tho 
important

ing the Town Hall last might ono could 
searcely boliove that such a transforma- 
tion would have been possible for on 
either side of the main entrance tho 
guest saw staircases richly “bedecked 
with the gracoful bamboo, the rich chry- 
santhemum, and the beautiful fern ; while 
Sikh mounted police with their lances, 
but on foot, were posted at intervals, as 
erect and rigid as statues. The turn in 
the staircases gave another charm to 
the general effect, and at. the arrival at 
the top everything denoted the threshold 
of a manorial ballroom. In the vestibule 
were a number of improvised reception, 
rooms, while the walls, pillars, and balus- 
trades were literally concealed beneath , 
a wealth of foliage and hanging flags.

Beautiful as tho torn hall was with its 
oxtromely ‘tastofal decorations and “the 
many white and coloured electric lamps 
with which it was admirably lighted, it 
was a still more beautiful scone when it 
was fillod with guests, eagor to enjoy the 
first dance of the season. The guests, 
who began to arrive early, were welcomed 
at the entranco to tho hall by the 
President of the Society, Sir Pelham 
Warron, K. C. M. G., but 'thore was no 
time to wait, for the Town Band very 
promptly struck up the music for the 
first waltz, and the dancing went on unin- 
torruptedly through the nineteen numbers 
on the programme, the floor being as 
good as it oan be made, and the music, 
under the’ direction of Signor Valouza, 
excellent.

As a mark of 
the supreme confidence the Empross- 
Dowager has in the Viceroy whenever 
any dificult matter comes up before tne 
Grand Councillors, which that body finds 
itself at a loss to deci the Em- 
pross-Dowagor never fails to oxhort the 
Grand Councillors to apply to Viceroy 
Yuan for advice. His Excollency is 
connected. with tho palaces, both in 
Peking and Eho Park, by telephone, 
s0.. he is able to’ know every: 
thing that happens there. Moreover 
his Excellency receives, regularly each 
evening, a detailed report from some-one 
in the Empress Dowager’s suite of what 
has, taken place at Court and-in tho 
Grand Council during the preceding 
twenty-four hours. It is an open secret 
that each denizen of tho Palace receives, 
without exception, a regular honorarium 
from the Viceroy, from which it follows 
that everyone in the “Forbidden City” 
may be counted more or less his friend 
and paid agent. . All. this would naturally 
entail a vast annual expense, ands his 
ill-wishers had been hoping that to cover 
them the Viceroy would touch -tho 
provincial exchequer. But his Ex- 
cellency is. too clever and shrewd 
to. render..himself. open to the charge 
of dishonesty. and fraudulent manipula- 
tion of Government funds, and since his 
combined inzome as Vicoroy und High 
Commissioner, ete., large as it is, ia -un- 
equal to the demands made upon it, he 
has had to borrow from his friends, arid, 
so far, he has succeeded admirably, al- 
though owing to these circumstances he 
is what may. with trath be called a very 
poor map. Another tril to. tho

International jea- 
lousies apart, the first. link. between 
Europe and .such.a railroad, continues

Suez to the Gulf of Akbah, and continuing 
thence to Bussorah and’ Koweit. This 
line, says “Engineering,” is 500 miles, 
shorter than the Getmai' road, which” 
starts from the Asiatic side'of the Bos- 
phorus, but it would entirely lack the 
advantage possessed’ “by the German 
system of being in direct railway com- 
munication with Europe. Between El* 
Koweit and the frontier of Beluchistan, 
where British influence is again suprome, 


‘come 700 miles of Persian territory, which’ 


it is assumed, cannot be mutch longer closed 
to railway enterprise. There remain. but 
520 miles to connect the new system with 
the Indian railway at Kurraches. ° From 
this latter point to ‘the frotitier of 
Burma, the interval of 2,500 miles is 
already traversed by railways, and a line 
supplementary to that .system is now in 
process of construction through British 
Burma, Tho terminus of this latter is on 
the Chinese frontier at Kunlong Ferry, 
between which and Shanghai there 
remains a distance of 1,600 miles. The 
covering of this by the iron road is already 
in process. Combining the various sec- 
tions of ‘the system thus outlined, we, 
“Engineering,” get _a total of 6,870 
miles, of which fully one-third has already 
been ‘constructed, and ‘of which somo 
important links are in: course of boing 
supplied.
